Washington, June IO.—The woolen 
schedule was still under considera­ 
tion in the senate when the usual 
recess for dinner was taken. Several 
votes were obtained during the day 
and thus a number of paragraphs 
were passed upon. Among these were 
the paragraph on top waste, etc., on 
which the committee amendments in­ 
creased the house rate on wool top 
waste and other wastes from 20 cents 
per pound to 30 cents per pound, 
which on a division of the senate was 
adopted by a vote of 40 to 30. 
This was a finance committee change 
and the committee scored its 
u s u r I 
majority on this as on all other votes 
of the day. 
Senators Gamble and 
Crawford 
deserted 
the 
“progres­ 
sives. ’ bvt with these exceptions the 
ranks of that contingent remained un­ 
broken. A vote was also obtained 
upon the committee amendments in­ 
creasing the duty on shoddy from 20 
cents per pound to 25 cents and that 
on tops from 18 to 20 cents, the com­ 
mittee prevailing in both cases. 
Speeches were made during the 
day by Senators Warren and La Fol­ 
lette, the former advocating a gen­ 
erally increased duty, while the lat­ 
ter contended, as on previous occa­ 
sions, for a general reduction. 
The 
two senators engaged in a sharp con­ 
troversy, during which Mr. La Follette 
said that those in the senate who be­ 
lieved with him had increased from 
nothing to a dozen. He said he ex­ 
pected further accretions from the 
East. 
Probably by far t h e most interesting 
development of the day was a declara­ 
tion by Senator Dolliver that a “rag 
trust” exists. 
The iowa senator de­ 
clared such to be the case, but he 
was contradicted by Mr. W arren, who 
declared that if such a trust should 
exist he would know* about it and he 
added that he had no knowledge of it. 
At the beginning of the day’s ses­ 
sion a letter was read from Governor 
Durbin of Indiana advising prompt 
action on the tariff bill. 
Mr. La Follette occupied the entire 
night session without concluding his 
speech. 
When the senate adjourned 
the woolen schedule had not yet been 
disposed of and will be under consid­ 
eration again.

San Francisco, June IO.—Assistant 
District Attorney Heney announced 
that the prosecution’s case in the trial 
of Patrick Calhoun will be completed 
today. 
Mr. Heney’3 statement was accept­ 
ed as an acknowledgement that Abra­ 
ham Ruef, the political boss, convict­ 
ed of participation in the bribery with 
which Calhoun is charged, will not be 
called as a witness by tho prosecution. 
Although the attorneys for Calhoun 
refused to make any statement, it is 
probable that no witnesses will be 
called by the defense. If this is fol­ 
lowed, the opening argument for the 
prosecution will probably be made by

STREAM RACES THROUGH IT 


KETCHEL QUICKLY 


DEFEATS O’BRIEN 


Referee Stops the Fight In the

Ketchel, the middleweight champion, 
defeated Jack O’Brien In the third 
round, thus accomplishing a feat that 
Jack Johnson, the heavyweight cham ­ 
pion, failed to achieve In six rounds 
some three weeks ago. The fight wras 
stopped in the second minute of the 
third round after O’Brien had been 
knocked clown twice in the second and 
once in the third and was almost un­ 
able to raise hi3 hands to defend him­ 
self. 
The fight was a whirlwind affair 
from the start to the finish. 
Ketchel 
went after O’Brien from the tap of 
the gong and showed that he was de­ 
termined to catch him and achieve a 
knockout. 
He devoted his attention 
to O’Brien’s body until he had drawn 
the latter’s guard down and then he 
sent in a crashing right in the second 
round that scored the first knock­ 
down. 
O’Brien got up gamely, but 
went down flat on his back a few mo­ 
ments later from a right and left 
swing on the jaw. This time he 
struggled to his feet at the count of 
six and two seconds later the gong 
rang. 
The third and last round was brief. 
Ketchel went in for a knockout. 
In 
his anxiety to finish it quickly he was 
wild and many of his swings went 
wide 
of the mark. Finally 
he cor­ 
nered 
O’Brien and sent in 
a left 
short-arm blow on the jaw that about 
finished It. 
O’Brien could not fall be­ 
cause he was pinned in a corner. 
He 
crumpled up on the ropes and clung 
to Ketchel’s neck desperately. 
Shak­ 
ing him loose, Ketchel sent in right 
and left again that put O’Brien very 
groggy.

stopped the fight. 
Ketchel was cheered wildly^ by the 
crowd, which was quick to comment 
on his showing as compared with

Ship Badly Damaged. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., June IO.— 
With all the weight of Lake Superior 
behind it, an ungoverned torrent of 
water rushes through the four million 
dollar Canadian canal built to carry 
vessels around the impassable rapids 
of the St. Mary’s river. The entire 
fall of approximately twenty 
feet 
is concentrated in the lock which 
was wrecked when the steamer Perry 
G. 
Walker 
of 
the 
Gilchrist 
fleet 
rammed her bow through the lower 
gate. The canal encased with its 
walls presents a tremendous specta­ 
cle, including two waterfalls and a 
giant whirlpool. 
The upper gates were open wThen 
the Walker crashed open the lowrer 
gates and the tremendous power of 
the rapids was given instant play. 
The steamer Assiniboia, a big Cana­ 
dian Pacific passenger liner, moored 
within the lock chamber, was torn 
away from her moorings. 
Riding on 
the crest of the flood, she jammed 
the Walker from her path, the Assini- 
boia’s port anchor ripping a hole in 
the Walker’s side. The liner’s engine 
crew put on full steam ahead in a 
desperate endeavor to give the big 
vessel 
steerageway 
and 
with 
her 
wheelman battling to overcome the 
swhirling 
currents, 
the 
Assiniboia 
swept into the open reaches of the 
river below7. 
The Assiniboia’s cargo 
shifted and this gave her a consider­ 
able list and several plates on her 
port side forw ird of amidships were 
loosened. 
The W alker was whirled around 
several times and finally landed on a 
shoal out of tho channel. It is said 
she is undamaged below the water­ 
line. 
The ore-laden steamer Crescent City 
of the Pittsburg Steamship company, 
which was just entering the locks 
from Lake Superior when the acci­ 
dent occurred, was swept down stream 
like a feather. 
She overtook the As- 
sinniboia and struck the latter two 
glancing blows after having a great 
hole torn in her side as she swept 
past the broken lower gate. Tugs 
caught her and towed her to the Amer­ 
ican side, where she settled to the 
bottom. 
Both the upper gates of the 
lock 
and 
one 
lower 
gate 
were 
wrenched from their moorings. 
The 
other lower gate still hangs to its 
fastenings, twisted and broken. 
The loss to the Canadian govern­ 
ment will probably reach $250,000 and 
the damage to the Crescent City is 
estimated at $100,000. The damage 
to the steam ers Walker and Assini­ 
boia wa3 comparatively light. 
Captain 
Mosher of the 
steamer 
Walker declares that the accident was 
caused by his engineer making a mis­ 
take and throwing his lever to “full 
speed ahead” on the captain’s signal 
to “back up.”

Chinese Merchant and Two Mexicans 
Placed on Trial. 
Chicago, June IO.—Defendants in 
one of the greatest conspiracies to 
smuggle Chinese into this country 
with which the government has ever 
dealt were placed on trial here be­ 
fore United 
States 
District Judge 
Landis. Eight men were indicted as 
the result of the activity of govern­ 
ment agents. 
Three recently pleaded 
guilty, sentence being deferred; one is 
a fugitive, the bonds of another were 
declared forfeited and the remaining 
three entered pleas of not guilty. 
Robert W- Stephenson, said to be 
the son 45f a Cripple Creek, Colo., 
judge; W. H. Clark and John Heltzell, 
all brakemen, recently admitted their 
part in the alleged conspiracy and 
agreed to give testimony for the gov­ 
ernment. 
They assisted in bringing 
the Chinamen from El Paso to Chi­ 
cago. Sam Wah, a wealthy Chicago 
Chinaman and alleged to have been 
one of the local agents who cared for 
the consignment of ineligible aliens, 
disappeared some time ago and his 
bonds were declared a forfeit to the 
government. 
Chin Yen Quai, another 
Chicagoan, and said to have been th6 
chief conspirator, was to have beer 
brought to trial, but he could not be 
found and his bonds likewise were 
forfeited. 
Those actually brought before the 
bar were Bob Leung, a well-to-do 
Chinese m erchant of El Paso, and 
Jose Para and Carlos Sevedra, Mexi­ 
cans. John M. Yanner, a dining car 
cook who assisted in transporting the 
aliens, will be a witness for the prose­ 
cution. 
Assistant United States District At­ 
torney Seward S. Shirer, in outlining 
the government’s case following the 
selection of a jury, declared ttiat the 
alleged 
conspiracy 
had 
embraced 
many men besides those indicted and 
that they had brought hundreds of 
Chinese into this country across the 
Mexican border. 
For each Celestial 
thus smuggled in the conspirators re­ 
ceived $500, he said. 


HORRIBLE AGGIOENT 


AT WHEELING, W. YA. 


Six Men Burned to a Crisp by 


Molten MetaL 


GROWERS MEET AT FARGO 


Wheeling, W. Va., June IO.—In a 
horrible accident here at least six 
men were burned to a crisp, four fa­ 
tally injured and ten seriously hurt. 
Thirty others had narrow escapes. 
A “slip” occurred in the Martins 
Ferry (O.) furnace of the Wheeling 
Steel and Iron company. A crew of 
workmen numbering fifty were gath­ 
ered about the furnace making ready 
to drill in for a cast. 
Without a mo­ 
ment’s warning there was a terrific 
roar and great masses of molten iron 
spurted from the furnace, sweeping 
down the workmen. 
Twenty or more were caught in the 
on-rush. Six men are known to have 
been caught by the hot iron and their 
bodies burned to a crisp. Fourteen 
others were badly mutilated. Arms 
and legs were burned off and some 
were showered from head to foot with 
white hot metal. 
Those of the workmen who were 
not injured 
rushed panic stricken 
from the furnace into the streets and 
efforts to account for all of them have 
been futile. 
All the men were foreigners. 
Frederick Zimmerman, manager of 
the furnace, was seriously burned 
while attempting to save some of the 
men from death. As one man was 
swept past him in the stream of mol­ 
ten iron, he reached for the man and 
grabbed the poor fellow’s arms, which 
parted from the body, and the victim 
sank to a fiery death.

BIG FARMING WAGER 


Bet of $10,000 on International 
Grain Growing Contest. 


AMERICA 
VERSUS 
CANADA. 


Crops of O at* to Bo Grown at L a ra ­ 
mie, Wyo., and 
at Lethbridge, 
In 
Western Canada, to Decide Relative 
Merits of Farm ing by Irrigation and 
Natural Rainfall. 


•The relative merits of farming by 
irrigation and by natural rainfall and 
whether or not the United States or 
western Canada can produce a larger 
crop of oats are to be decided for a bet 
of $10,000 in cash, according to the 
terms of a contest which was recently 
arranged between farmers of Laramie,^ 
Wyo., and Lethbridge, Alberta, says a 
Cheyenne (Wyo.) dispatch. 
The $10,- 
000 has been posted, and all the de­ 
tails of the contest have been arranged. 
Colonel E. J. Bell of Laramie, owner 
of the largest farm In Wyoming, put 
up the $10,000 which says that Irriga­ 
tion and the United States can do bet­ 
ter than Canada. A syndicate of farm ­ 
ers around Lethbridge, Alberta, head­ 
ed by Professor W. H. Fairchild of 
that city, has covered Colonel Bell’s 
money and says that natural rainfall 
and Canadian soil can raise more oats 
to the acre than can Colonel Bell, W y­ 
oming and irrigation. 
On the American side the oats which 
will be entered in the contest will be 
grown by Colonel Bell himself en his 
great Laramie plains farm. This farm 
is more than 7,000 feet above sea level, 
on the western slope of the first range 
of the Rocky mountains, and depends 
entirely upon irrigation for Its moisture 
during the summer. 
For years Colo­ 
nel Bell has paid particular attention 
to the raising of oats, and he holds a 
record of 137 bushels to the acre. 
By 
carefully selecting the seed, specially 


preparing the soil and closely watch­ 
ing his ditches to see that just the 
necessary amount of water reaches his 
oats at the needful time Colon#! Bell 
says he can considerably Increase the 
yield of his oat fields. 
In Canada tile prize oats will be 
grown by farm ers around Lethbridge, 
with Professor W. H. Fairchild in 
charge of the preparations and the 
harvest. 
Professor Fairchild has for 
years studied the crops In southern 
Alberta, and many of the great yields 
of wheat and oats from Canadian fields 
are due to the adoption of his theories 
by the farmers of his section. 
There are only two rules to the con­ 
test. 
One of them is that the yield 
from IOO acres In one body must be 
considered. The other rule is that the 
oats entered m ust be “standard” grade 
or better. Either contestant may pre­ 
pare the ground, sow his seed, culti­ 
vate and harvest In any manner he 
chooses. 
Nothing but the result from 
IOO acres will count in awarding the 
prize. 
The Alberta farmers them ­ 
selves are something in the way of oat 
raisers, and government reports from 
that province show that yields of 120 to 
125 bushels per acre are common. Oat 
straw five feet in height Is the ordi­ 
nary, according to these reports. 
The contest is to be decided by the 
officials of the National Corn show. 
Harvest In Wyoming occurs very late 
In August and In Alberta In Septem­ 
ber, so that the winner will not be an­ 
nounced until probably the first week 
In October.

Tw tro Nacional to Bo Rebuilt to House 
Island's Gambling Scheme. 
H avana’s famous playhouse, the Tea- 
tro N ational, the third largest theater 
in the world and one of the architect 
tural show places of the Cuban capi­ 
tal, is about to enter upon another 
chapter In its rem arkable history. The 
structure Is to be rebuilt and modern­ 
ized and will, It is reported, become 
the headquarters of the uatloual lot­ 
tery recently established by the Cu­ 
ban government. The governm ent pur­ 
chased the theater for $500,000 and 
has, in turn, resold it to the Centro 
Gallcgo de la Ilabana for $550,000. 
The beautiful Teatro Nacional stands 
in the center of H avana’s fashionable 
quarter, facing Parque Central, and for 
seventy-five years the old theater, still 
in excellent condition, has figured in 
the m any political changes th at have 
m arked the history of Cuba since 1834. 
The theater was built by Francisco 
M arty, a noted Spanish bandit and 
leader of a band of robbers who ter­ 
rorized Cuba for many years up to the 
time of the capture of M arty in 1831. 
M arty was condemned to death. 
He 
promised General Tacon, then captain 
general of Cuba, that if his life were 
spared he would not only denounce his 
band, but would rid the island of the 
pirates th at infested it. General Tacon 
gave the pirate the chance “to make 
good,” and Marty, qualifying, was per­ 
m itted to live. 
The pirate then asked General Tacon 
for a concession to build a national 
theater. 
This he received and with 
the money he had accum ulated during 
his piratical career built El Teatro T a­ 
con, nam ed after the general and later 
renam ed the Teatro Nacional. 
The 
structure was completed in 1834. 
The old pirate managed the theater 
for m any years to his profit. 
In 18G7 
he sold it for $050,000 and then bought 
It back for $500,000. W hen M arty died 
his son kept up the m anagem ent, and 
it was the pirate’s son who sold the 
building to the Cuban government. 
The theater is built of w hite stone 
with decorations of m arble in pure 
Italian style. There are five horseshoe 
tiers of boxes, rising one above the 
other around the pit and separated by 
gilded latticework of light and grace­ 
ful design. 
The interior decorations 
are beautiful. 
On the right of the 
stage is tile principal box, reserved for 
the republic’s president and his fam ­ 
ily, and next to this is the ‘‘judge’s 
box.” 
During each 
perform ance a 
judge is appointed by the m anager to 
w itness the perform ance aud act as 
press agent by writing a criticism. 
Many of the world’s fam ous artists 
mid actors have appeared on its stage.

Harvard Stadium. 


AN AMAZING BATTLE SCENE. 


With Laad Soldiers and Model of tho 
Stadium Actroee Works Out Evolu­ 
tions of tho Conflict— Thirteen Hun­ 
dred Persons to Participate. 


Ten thousand persons are expected 
to w itness Maude Adams* first appear­ 
ance as Joan of Arc in the Harvard 
stadium a t Cambridge, Mass., on the 
evening of June 22. 
The “bowl” of 
the stadium will be used for seating 
purposes, and all th at portion of the 
field and a large section of the grid­ 
iron th a t face the “bowT' will be used 
for the stage. 
The actors will tread 
upon turf. 
A special scenic setting 
adaptable to the stadium Is being 
built. 
In the m atter of costumes, of 
which there are more than 1,300, Miss 
Adams has the co-operation of John 
Alexander, the artist. 
One thousand supernum eraries will 
be employed by Miss Adams. 
These 
will be In charge of fifty super cap­ 
tains, and to dress them there will be 
a sm all host of arm orers, costume 
m asters, wardrobe m asters, etc. Every 
essential down to a pin necessary for 
the costum ing of this horde will be 
transplanted to the stadium . 
In addi­ 
tion Miss Adams’ m aster electrician 
will install a complete electrical plant 
In the stadium sufficient to furnish ev­ 
ery requisite of lighting know n to the 
modern theater, only on a scale vastly 
larger than any hitherto contemplated 
In America. 
The qualities of sim plicity and gran­ 
deur th at mark the Fassion play at 
Oberam m ergau will also characterize 
tho perform ance of “Joan of Arc” by ! 
Miss Adams and her com pany. 
An 
English version of Schiller’s “Jung­ 
frau von Orleans” will be used. 
The 
incidental music will be taken In most 
pprt from Beethoven’s “Eroica” sym­ 
phony. 
To m arshal the large force of auxil-1 
iarics and to direct the perform ance 
there will be employed ten stage m an-1 
agers and a chief m anager, and overall 
these a stage director. The auxiliaries 
have been separated in groups suffi­ 
ciently small for individual coaching 
and drilling, yet large enough to em­ 
phasize their relation to the whole. 
The actors will, get their entrance cues 
by m eans of signals on varicolored in-1 
candescent lamps, and the movements ! 
of th e mass of supernum eraries will j 
be governed in the sam e way. 
Every afternoon in the library of her 
New York house Miss M aude Adams 
resolves herself into a board of strat­ 
egy, and w ith a model of the H arvard J 
stadium before her she devotes hours ‘ 
to planning the battle scene in “Joan i 
of Arc” as she will produce the play 
on June 22. 
She was busy there the j 
other day with companies and battal­ 
ions of lead solders, cavalry and in­ 
fantry, moving them about, arranging 
the entrances and the exits and the i 
various and intricate evolutions that I 
will be followed exactly in the per 
I 
form ance. 
Both the model and the j 
soldiers were made exactly to scale, j 
and the practiced eyes of “General” I 
Adams are able to see ju st how it I 
will appear when the H arvard stadi- j 
urn, scene of great football battles that i 
are very real, is turned into a mock j 
th eater of w ar as In the days of Joan ! 
of Arc. 
A fter Miss Adams closes her season 
at the Em pire theater in New York she 
will go to Boston w ith her entire 
forces—company, stage m anagers and 
supernum eraries—for actual rehearsals 
on the grassy stage of the stadium. 
T hirteen hundred persons will partici­ 
pate. 
Three complete rehearsals de­ 
voted to actual tactical cavalry ma­ 
neuvers will be held under the direc­ 
tion of Captain Shelburne of Battery 
A, 
M assachusetts 
volunteer militia, 
composed of H arvard graduates, who 
have volunteered for the performance. 
The elaborate nature of the produc­ 
tion is shown by the fact th a t the bat­ 
tle scene alone will last nearly half an 
hour. 
To give complete verisimilitude 
its m artial tableaux will be copied 
from paintings by B outet de Monvel. 
The scene at the clim ax will be based 
on M eissonier’s canvas 
“1807.” but 
w ith Joan instead of Napoleon mount­ 
ed upon a white horse am id charging 
cavalry. 
The brow of the hill will be 
on the spectators’ left, and Miss Ad­ 
am s as Joan will overlook the conflict­ 
ing arm ies on the plain below. 
For the perfection of this highly 
elaborate scene a model of the stadi­ 
um ’s stage with its com plete settings 
has been made by John W. Alexander. 
The single perform ance of “Joan of 
A rc” will be given for th e benefit of 
the Germanic museum and under the 
auspices of the German departm ent of 
the university. 
The use of the stadi­ 
um was granted some m onths ago to 
Miss Adams by the president and fel­ 
low's of H arvard college.

Cincinnati, Juno IO.—Revelations In 
the extortion, plotting and m urder by 
the Black Hand aa uncovered by the 
postoffice Inspectors from the Cincin­ 
nati office show conclusively th at the 
gang in Columbus, Dennison and Belle 
fountalne, and other Ohio towms, were 
organized along the sam e lines as the 
old Mafia, but, lf anything, with a 
H uch 
better system 
of concealing 
th eir movements. 
It is nowr known 
th at the Ohio Black Hand or the So­ 
ciety of the Banana, as Its members 
style them selves, had a branch in 
P ittsburg and one In Chicago, and a 
line th at extended to South Dakota. 
R egular m eetings were held and the 
money obtained by extortion was dis­ 
tributed to various divisions in this 
country and sent to relatives in Italy 
for safekeeping. 
“We have found w hat I believe to 
be certain proof th at the Black Hand 
outrages, at least in the Middle West, 
including Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Cleve­ 
land, Chicago, Columbus and other 
W estern cities, were com m itted by a 
well organized society with grips and 
pass words and th at they are not sim ­ 
ply sporadic cases of individual ex­ 
tortion,” said Chief Postoffice Inspec­ 
tor Holmes. 


Methods of Blackmailers. 
“W e have letters of the same hand­ 
w riting and on the same watered pa­ 
per, with Black Hand emblems made 
w ith the same style th at w’ere sent 
to victims in Cincinnati and Columbus 
for the Black Hand mem bers In P itts­ 
burg, Chicago and Cleveland. 
For in­ 
stance, if a victim were selected in 
Cincinnati, as was the case in several 
instajices^ he would perhaps receive 
the first threatening letter demanding 
money on pain of death by dynamite 
bomb, from Marion, 0. 
The second 
letter would be w ritten by the same 
person, but forwarded to the Black 
H and in Pittsburg who would, in turn, 
then mail it to the victim.

“The thousands of dollars 
sent by the Black Hand members to 
Italy was simply their division of the 
spoils made at regular meetings, sent 
abroad to their innocent relatives for 
safekeeping.” 
Eleven arrests have been made so 
far in Columbus, Marion, Dennison 
and Bellefontine, all in Ohio, and the 
governm ent officers in Chicago and 
Cincinnati are looking for A ntorio 
Lima, brother of Salvatore Lima, who 
was 
arrested 
in 
Marion. 
Antonio 
Lima, who eluded the officers at San­ 
dusky Tuesday, is considered one of 
the chief ringleaders by the govern­ 
m ent officers. 
Another Im portant a r­ 
rest is expected in Cleveland, but the 
nam e is withheld by the inspectors. 
An effort will be made to have the 
piisoners indicted by a federal grand 
jury at Cleveland on the charge of 
conspiracy lo commit extortion.

force,” he continued, “and th a t nation 
will swoop down upon tile mother 
country some Sunday m orning and dev­ 
astate and capture everything. 
There 
is nothing to prevent this. For several 
years Germany bas been increasing 
her arm y and navy to an alarm ing ex­ 
tent. while England, ap art from voting 
to build battleships, has done nothing 
to m eet her, but, on the contrary, has 
organized a territorial arm y, doing 
away w ith the volunteers, which has 
m aterially decreased the strength of 
<he British army. 
“If the present m ilitary policy con­ 
tinues in England, the oldest nation 
in the world is doomed to sink into 
oblivion. 
Nothing can save it. Today 
Germ any is far more powerful, both 
rn land and sea, while the United 
States Is rapidly forging to the front, 
fn fact, although the Am erican army 
Is far sm aller on paper than the Brit­ 
ish. I am of the opinion th a t it is su­ 
perior iii point of excellence to the 
British, which has been living for 
years on a reputation gained by our 
ancestors.”

Besgey of Phila­ 
delphia, who insisted that the use of 
any sort of preservative is harmful 
to consumers. 
The resolution will be 
presented to President Taft by Dr. A. 
L. Reed of Cincinnati. 
Dr. Heed was 
one of the chief opponents to the de­ 
cision made by the board of referees 
appointed by President Roosevelt that 
benzoates were not harmful. 
Dr. Besgey’s arraignm ent of food 
preservatives, which started the move­ 
m ent for a national crusade by phy­ 
sicians, is expected to create a sen 
sation, 
especially 
in 
Pennsylvania 
where recent changes in pure food 
laws have allowed packers and pre 
servers to use the drugs which he de- 
tlared are dangerous.
